1N my last paper m 'The war 
Cry" I showed how one effect of 
sin ia to rob us of faith and to en- 
gender mistrust in tbe heart. This 
mistrust is to the spiritual life what 
dry-rot is to a honse. Those who 
neglect to provide for certain parts 
of their buildings to receive fresh 
air through special channels of ven- 
t'datron lay their buildings open to 
the evil of dry-rot. ^ 

la like, manner those who, in the 
spiritual life, refuse to receive fresh 
light and the breath of God are 
bound to he attacked by that ter- 
rible sin of mistrust which, like dry- 
rot, does its deadly work in sifence 
and in setret 

Begin* by Mistrust 
This evil usually hegina, as I have 
previously pointed out, by mistrust 
in the Providence of God; it re-= 
veals itself further by lack of confi- 
dence in HU power. 
This is manifested in three ways: 
First, in doubting His power to 
save and in lowering the standard 
of true religion or Holiness. Sin 
would always lead us to allow doc- 
trine to take the place of convic- 
tion; to assent with the head instead 
of with the heart It causes us to 
rest content with the acceptance of 
principles 6r truths which we do not 
purpose to -carry out in our daily 
life. For instance, we say that we 
believe our God to be "able to save 
to tbe uttermost/' but how often 
does not sin destroy in our hearts 
that glorious realization that He is 
really able to s»v- us! 

We allow all kinds of excuses for 
our lack of this experience. We 
make our weakness au excuse, or 
the difficulty in our circumstances. 
Then we make failure ia the lives 
of others a reason why we ourselves 
should not step out on the promises 
of God; or we doubt God's willing- 
ness to save, even where we dare 
not actually doubt His power- 
It has., well been written that 



"wild and deep ate the. ruins whiar^ 
have eome by sin, but there *« 
deeper helps in the Son "ot God" 
than the deepest ruin." And Gods 
message to each doubter is, "Where 
sin ahouuded, grace did much, more < 
abound." Can you trust His pow- 
er? Sanetification is His own work. 
He waits to manifest it in your 
heart and life. 

Again, this mistrust, while it leads 
us to doubt God's power to save, 
leads ns also into the evil of trust- 
ing in our own strength. Indeed, it 
is often tbe door way for sin's en- 
trance into some or the most vic- 
torious moments which the children 
of God experience. They forget to 
say, "Thine, O Lord, is the great- 
ness, and the power, and the glory, 
and the victory, and the majesty*" 
They go forward to face the- enemy 
relying upon themselves, and this 
makes a way for pride— that spirit- 
ual pride which is "an abomination 
to the Lord." But the experience of 
Holiness keeps us at God's feet in 
true humility, and makes us always 
able to say, "God is my strength 
. and Tower, and He maketh my way 
perfect" 

A Further Result — 

Further, this mistrust leads to a 
lack of confidence in God's wisdom; 
Instead, therefore, of fearlessly 
launching out in response to the 
Holy Spirifo promptings, relying 
upon His strength In the glonous 
certainty that He will not fail, the 
noul hesitates, shrinks, and trem- 
bles. Even if, after long hesitation, 
it actually ventures On tbe path of 
obedience, it does so with misgiv* 
ings, having lost all the confidence 
and assurance which once it pos- 
sessed.

Many 
pi our men have gpne overseas, and among them 
Some of our best In some ways, however, espe- 
cially in connection with the Young People's 
jyVork, we have made some gratifying increases. 

"In respect to our Senior Soldiery, we are 
holding our own, but when the slump came at 
ithe outbreak of war a lot of people moved away 
•— the populatioTi of the West decreasing by 
many thousands. In many instances the enlist- 
ment of Salvationists has meant also the going 
jto England of wiyCs and, families. This has 
pteant the transfer of many names from our Sol- 
tfiers' - Rolls, so that to have maintained our 
position is, under the circumstances, a cause for 
great gratitude to God," 

"Canada West is proud of the contributions she 
bas been able to make to the Foreign Field, both 
in- regard to Officers and to money. The Self- 
Denial Appeal, with a total for 1917 of $16,000, 
shows an advance of $4,000 upon 1915. 

"Officers ttavc been sent to India and China." 
, "What about equipment?" 

"Our policy has been to exchange, where wc 
could, properties not suitable for our purpose for 
Others we needed, and we have done a good deal 
pf that, with excellent results. 

PROPERTY ADVANCES 

"Wc have also gone in for securing properties 
art a good many small towns where wc are lihely 
to extend, and have got hold of some very nice 
Halls just suitable to the needs of the Corps 
concerned, and on a basis, so far as finances go,

"How are the Cotps dorngr" 
."Most are doing well, notwithstanding that so 
many people have gone away, and that the war 
has not brought to the West any new activities 
or new industries, or practically none. It must, 
of course, be remembered that 'while this is So, 
the fanners are doing well and "gathering a 
splendid price for their grain. There is practi- 
cally uo unemployment; in fact, if we get a man 
out of the Penitentiary, or from the Police Court 
to-day, we have dozens of applications for him 
by to-morrow, but, of course, in such instances 
we choose the place and circumstances which 
wt think will he most helpful to the man. 

"Building materials are very dear and there is 
not much doing in this line — the tradesmen arc 
not here to do the work, and there is a great 
dearth of' skilled men." 

"What plans have you for the future, Com- 
missioner f" 

"We do not let all our cats out of the hag at 
once. One is to launch aa appeal, as soon as we 
feel it to he advisable, for a new building for 
the purpose of Training Officers for the West. 
We have, as you have seen, secured a splendid* 
site for it 

"Another plan h to build a new Maternity 
Hospital in Vancouver. 

"Several small properties arc in prospect for 
Corps', purposes, all in the direction of advance 
and better equipment 

- "We are "starting this week on a new building 
for St. James (Winnipeg V.), a large working- 
class district, where we have been crowded out, 
especially in connection with our Young People's 
Work, We lire not only putting'up a new build- 
ing, but will be using the old one in "addition." 

PLANS OF IMMEDIATE FUTURE. 

"Have you any special campaigns in prospect 
for the immediate future?" 

"We are to have a Young People's and Sal- 
vation Campaign this winter. We did very well 
last year, on the whole, some Corps' efforts turn- 
ing out very good. The plan Ijicn was to hold a 
week's Salvation Campaign at certain centres. 
Lieut- Colonel Turner led some and I led others, 
and then the special effort on behalf of the 
Young People followed. This season we shall 
follow somewhat similar lines. The conditions 
prevailing here make the beginning of the year 
— Fehruary aud March— the hest time for such 
Campaigns. 

"The West is a man's country. Before the 
war our streets were crowded with men. Thoy 
flocked round the open-air meetings, filled our 
Halls, and helped to support the Work jn liberal 
fashion. Among them wc had many friends. 
Now, there is a new order of things. The streets 
of many of our smaller towns are deserted in 
the evenings, you have to get crowds from an- 
other source. They art made up of women and 
children, and elderly men— that is, they are not 
a chance crowd, you have to go after them to get 
them, and they are not as numerous as the 
younger men were. But the old conditions will 
return, for in its present slagc of development it 
is essentially a man's country. 

"Do not misunderstand mc. The women and 
children are needed, and those who arc here 
already .ire going to be a very great help to "us. 

"I have Ueen very pleased, too, by the spirit ■

She succeeded in getting several of them to the ." 
meetings, where they were converted. ■ Some - 
have become Soldiers, and both the girl herself,'" 
and One of those she rhus led to the meeting, are - 
entering the Training School this Session. A 
number Of instances of that character have : 
cheered me very much." 

"Mrs. Sowton takes an active part in the 
Salvation War?" 

"Yes, she travels with me a great deal, and - 
sometimes visits Corps alone. Her special de- 
light is going after souls in the prayer meetings, - 
though she takes her share of the proceedings ' 
throughout." 

"What about hospital visitation?" 

"A lot is being done by the League of Mercy,' 
the Home League, and by Corps' Officers. Not - 
only visitation of the h'sopitals, but of the rela- ' 
lives of soldiers whose names appear ui the - 
casualty list In addition, the wives and children 
of the men away, whether they are reported as 
casual ties or not, are looked up and cheered. 

"The absence of father from home, in not a 
few instances, has meant trouble with the bigger 
boys, and here, directly and in connection with 
the Juvenile Court, our Officers are doing -their 
best to help.*' 

"What about home life generally in the 
West?" 

"It is better than it was. The great lack be-', 
fore the war -was women. Thousands of men 
would have been glad to marry and settle down 
in a home of their own, if they could have found ; 
a wife. It will be better after the war."

USE FUL REC IPES 

Grape Fruit Marmalade 
One grape fruit, 2 oranges, 1 lem- 
on — cut, peel, and pulp fine, cover 
with as much water ai fruit, and let 
stand over night; in the morning let 
boil briskly ten minutes, then, set 
aside for 24 hours; at the end of 
that time add 4 lbs. of sugar, cook 
slowly, about i hour, or until it 
jells'.

Af- 
ter each piece has been starched, 
take a damp cloth, well soaped, and.' 
rub over each piece on hoth sides;; . 
roll up tightly for an hour or more, . 
and when ready for ironing see that 
the iron is very hot. Clean it well 
with a coarse doth, then with a 
piece of soap rub evenly over the 
surface. Polish off quickly with a> 
clean cloth. You can then iron your 
collars without any trouble of irons 
Sticking, and a nice gloss will bq 
obtained.

ly got led astray. After visiting her 
"^.r prison, I appealed to the magis- 
trate at llie Police Court on her be- 
half. Instead Of sending her to the 
Mercer for two years, as he intend- 
ed, lie praised the good work of The 
Army, and very kindly handed her 
over to our care. Arrangements 
were made for her to enter our 
Rescue Home for a period, where, 
thanks to the splendid Christian in- 
tiuence ,iiid help reecived, she Jms 
returned home, and promises well 
,- for the future. Her husband wrote 
me from the trenches expressing 
thanks for our kindly interest. 

"Another woman, whose lius- 
hand was missing for several . 
■ months, and lind unfortunately in- 
curred quite a number of debts, due 
to having six children to cater for 
and not much income to meet her 
expcuditutt, and her husband, ^rior 
to enlisting, not having a great 
. amount of salary. Following the 
announcement of bcr husband's 
death, reported for insurance pur- 
poses, wc were enabled to assist her 
in securing the allotcd insurance by 
attending to the business side of the 
m . a i lc , r *l Upcin r «cipt of tbc cash, 
. .wth hep consent and request, I vis- 
ited the various merchants and doc- 
tors of the city where debts were 
outstanding, several of them for 
. years, and all 'totalling several hun- 
dreds of dollars, these were all -wip- 
ed Out, and in the majority of cases 
lesser sums accepted tlian otherwise 
due. Then, with the balance of cash, 
a war bonus certificate was taken 
out for her. This, with her regular 
pension, placed her in a good posi- 
tion to face the world without a 
husband. So you see we arc helping 
a little to relieve the distress and 
sorrow caused by the war. Thank 
God for the many opportunities I 
have a s a Salvation Army O filccr-1'?
